Btruggle to Push Up the Pre-.
mium—-Wall BStreet in a
Fever—An Opportu-
nity for Bout-
well.

As will be seen by the following reports from
this morning's New York papers, vesterdoay was
a field day for the brokers of Wall stroet.

The GGold Reom.

This is what the JHerald's financial editor
sAys:—

hc exciting deama which is undergoing en-
anetment in Wall street does not flag in interest.
The scene to-day was more particularly confined
to the Gold Room, where a shouting mnss of
brokers were wedged the whole day long, The
excitement at the different offices was hardly
less Intenze. The gold dials were anxiously con-
sulted as the Huctuations were consecatively an-
nonnced by the bell. X

The earliost operations comprised a renewal
of the bear gales, which were made on the
strength of the announcoment that the Govern-
ment would suticipate the payment of the No-
vember gold interest at the rebate of six per
cent., he official announcemont wns |‘1cnstm ab
the Bub-Treasury by General Butterfield as soon
as received from Washingion., Under these
sale¢ the price went off to 1411¢ but here the
“hulls" came in and bought all that was offered,
until they put the price eventually to 144},
The reactions to-day were more frequent and
wide, and at times amounted to two per cent.
The price snrged up and down in this manner
untilpil. finally closed at 148'¢. The effect of
these changes may be easily fancied,

%Fhan it 1s romembered that it has been the
habit of brokers to speculate in gold for their
customers at a margin of oftentimes only a few
per cent., the hurrying to and fro as margins
were obliterated and required renewal, the
scramble to catch the rising metal and the
frantic bidding may be conjectured. The gross
clenrances at 51(! Gold Bank to-day were of so
large an amount that they had not been made up
at the adjournment of the bonrd. The transac-
tiong to-day were on a still larger scale than
yesterday, and go frequent that Reglster Morse-
reau, of the Gold Room,was compelled to call in
an assistant, and their joint labors in recording
itll:‘m fiuctuations oceupled twelve columns of the

dex.

The still singular feature of the speculation is
the willingness of the cligue to pay carrying
rates Ipstead of exacting borrowing rates for
their gold. They thua continue to sugarcont the
pill which the bears have been swallowing ever
since the present movement. The more conser-

vative spectators of the field pm\:lway the cal-

mination of the market at no distant day. As
gold rises it brings out a larger and larger line
of sellers, and the clique are so piling above
them a mass of gold, which, like a reversed
pyramid, widens as it §oos np. To keep the
market np they have to keep buying. The gold
which they are sald to have bought Is variously
estimated at from twenty to thirty millions.
They are paying the most extravagant rates of
interest on the currency equivalent of this
amount.
Thone Terrible “Balls” and *‘Bears.”
To-day the rate changed from *“‘flat” (or no
interest) in exceptional instances to one-quarter
per cent, per day, or at_the rate of ninety per
cent per anpum. While the “bears” are
tempted to sell in order to earn this Interest. the
“hulls” respond by advancing the market as
they did to-day. Where the dendlock will end
is o matter of pure vaticinntion, The **bulls
defiantly announce that they wiil carry out their
rogramme of putting up the markel day by
¥, sending round each twenty-four hours for
the difference in the margan, by whichh gradual
process they hope to obliberate the shorts

one by ome, and yet without producing a

panie or bankrupteies that would endanger their

own plaps. The exporting merchants, who at
first thought an advance would be so beneficial
to their interests, are now beginning to com-
plain that the scheme of high gold does not
work so successfully, Could they borrow the
old for future delivery at any reasonable rate
they would be jubilant.” But the “bull” cliques
are unwilling to undermine thelr own position,
and hence refuse to lend except at rates which
put an end to further negotintion. Where
the articles to be exported are such
as to be Imluedlnwlf shipped, and the
" eash gold sold against their consignment, there
is less complaint, and then only on the score of
the low rates for exchange, the fall in which
almost neutralizes the profit arlsing from the
advance in gold.

After speaking of the sensation in stocks on
Monday, the Times remarks editorially:—

GENERAL NEWSE FROM CREAT BRITAIN

We make the following clippings from our
European files of latest dates: —

An Exploded Insurance Compnny.

A large and excited meeting of policy-holders
in the Albert Assurance Office was held at the
London Tavern, Lord W. Hay in the chair. At
one time the scene of confusion was of such a
character that neither Mr, Price, Mr, Lowis, nor
Mr. Morris could be heard. Amid a host of mo
tions submitted to the meeting three were car-
ried. The first rejected the scheme of the
liquidatore, and appointed n committee of
rulir}'-hn!dnrﬁ. who, In coneert with other simi-
ar bLodles, should consider the state of the
company and report upon it: the second em-
powered the committee to test the llability of
the shinreholders in all the amalgamated com-
panies; and the third declared in favor of the
policy-holders having the control of the pro-
ceedings consequent upen the company’s in-
solvency, the directors having forfeited the con-
fidence of the meeting.

Fere Hyacinthe.

Father Hyacinthe, of Paris (whose apostacy
from the Catholic Church was announced by
oceénn telegraph), was born at Orleans in 1527,
was ordained a priest in 1888, and became Pro-
fessor of Theology at the SBeminary of Nantes,
Afterwards he entered the orderof Carmelites, and
preached at Lyons, Bordeaux, and Periguenx, in
the Bouth of France, finally going in 1864 to
Parls, where he has ever since been famous for
his eloquence. His repudiation of the saprem-
acy of the Holy Bee, and of the doctrines and
practices of the Church of Rome, has no im-
portant slgnifieance In itself; but If he should
employ Lis talents to induce others to take the
same step, he may become o greater power in the
religious world Than he was before,

A Cengress of Lnwyers,

A “Lawyers' Congress,” attended by some of
the most eminent {urlstu of Germany, had just
been hield at Heidelberg, and had passed severnl
resolutions on  importaut social and judieial
questions. Among these were the following:—
1. Civil marringes should be recognized as a
nNecessnry Principlc of the relations between
Church and State in the whole of Germany; and
the State should make no objection to the mar-
ringe of persons of different religions. This
wias Fmposod by Dr. Gnelst, sud passed against
8 minority of one only. 2. That Government
sanction should not be required for the forma-
tion of jolnt-stock companies or other associn-
tiong, but that the liability of each member of
such a company should be unlimited. 3. A
written docnment acknowledging a debt should
be taken ns suflicient proof of such debt, inde-
pendently of the circnmstances under which the
debt was incurred. 4. As nearly all the objects
of punishment are more effectually obtained by
sol?mry confinement than by any other system
of imprisonment, such confinement should be
recognized by law as the regulated mode of exe-
cuting sentences which Involve the loss of
liberty; exceptions to this rule might be made
when necessary, either by the Judge or the
Goveérnor of the prison. This resolution was
pasged nlmost unanimously.

A Bankrupt Countens,

The case of the Countess d'Alteyrace wasagain
brought before the Court of Bankruptey, Lon
don, in the form of an application to tuke the
matter ont of court. The lady,who is deseribed
as Junia Maria d'Alteyrae, commounly known as
the Countess d'Alteyrae, otherwise Willoughby,
of no occupation, was made bankrupt on her
pelition about five months ago, and being in
custody at the time, her release was granted
chlefly on the ground of illness. Assignees
have sinee been chosen and aceounts filed
showing debts of £5073, agninst which
she estimates the present value of her annuity
at £30,000. The principal creditor in amonnt
is stated to be M. Longchamps, a son-in-law
of the bankrupt, who makes o claim on her of
upwards of £3500, A resolution was submitted
to the ereditors to the effect that the nssignecs
should receive the annuity of L1200 & year, the
Indy to continue in the receipt of £100 & month
0 long a8 It should be payable; and on
its ceasing to be so the annuity to be equally
divided between her and the assignees; this ar-
rangement to continne until the debts arve paid
in full; and the bankrupley to be unuullm‘ on
the exceution of the usunl deed. After debate
the resolution was withdrawn until the next
sitting; and It was ordered that the Countess
should recelve an allowance of £30 a month.
The Countoss was present during the proceed-
ings, and was brietly examined respecting one
or two disputed proofs; but the detalls were un-
interesting.

EXTLOSION,
—- e
Blowing Up of the Siandard 0l Works In
Pittsburg—%even Persons Injured.
From the Pittsburg Commercial of yesterday maorning.

Yesterday moming, shortly after 8 o'clock, an
explosion oceurred in an old still in the Standard
01l Works, situsted on the Allegheny Valley
Rallroad, half a mile below the Sharpsburg
Bridge, which resulted in the serions injury of
several persons, the destruction of one siill con-
tainiog nine bundred barrels of oll, and the
damage of two other stills, An alarm was
sounded from Box B3, corner of Butler and
Thirty-elghth etreets, and the engines from that
district were soon on the ground. SBome time
afterwards the alarm was repented, and the
entire Fire Department was ealled into service,

A report was [reely circulated that several

ersong had been Killed, and others badly in-
jured, which greatly increased the excitement,
and hundreds flocked to the scene of disaster,
A telegraphle despatch was sent down town, to
the effect that the entire works wonld probably
be destroyed, and a large nnmber of oll mer-
chants repaired to the scene in earriages, and by
the street rallway. Our reporter, on visiting the
works, ascertained the following facts.—

Shortly after eight o'elock a large still, which
had recently been repaired, and into which
about nine hundred barrels of erude oll had
Leen placed, exploded on the top, scattering the
burning oil about the adjoining stills, Next to
the exploded still was a new one, about helng
completed, and upon which several men and
boys were employed. They were from the boiler
works of Messrs. Statler & Son, Nionetecnth
street, and were more or lezs injured from the
burning oil. It was impossible to check the
flames of the exploded still, and no efforl was
made to eave it. The injured men were con-
ducted ns soon as possible to the office of Dr.
Hannba in Lawrenceville,

Adjoining the new still are four smaller ones,
all in operation, and efforts were directed
towards suving them, and preventing any fur-
ther explosions. The first of these four soon
took fire at the “manhead,” which seemed to
be leakivng, and for two or three hours barned
with great fury. It was supposed to eontain
about two hundred barrels of oll, and for an
hour or more an explosion wias momentarily
expected. Streams of water were kept con-
stantly playing upon it, but with no percepti-
ble effect, except perhaps to keep the “‘mau-
head” cool. After the entire depurtment had
been summonced, by the second alarm, a greater
volume of water was thrown upon it, and the
flumes were finaliy subdued about two o'clock
in the afternoon. No further damage was ap-
prehiended to the works, and soon after the cn-
gines began to leave the ground. The oll in
the exploded still was still burning, but it was
80 remote ns not to endanger any other part of
the works.

The Btandard Works are owned by a company
composed of Messrs, James A, Hutchinson,
Lockbart & Frew, R. Roblnson & Co., N.
Holmes & Sons, John Harper, and Michael
Graver. The works are among the largest in the
country, and carry a very heavy capital. There
was no insurance upon the stills, a8 no risks are
taken upon them by the insurance companies.
The loss will not exceed 15,000, while ‘f:nmay
fall below that figure.

Two large crude oll tanks, of nbout eighteen
thonsand barrels capacity each, and both nearly
full, stand within the Inclosure, but these
remained Intact, 4s didalso anunderground tank
into which oll was being drawn off, by means of
];_Ipes, from the stills where the fire was burning.

be agitating house was also nninjured. When
the extent of the works, the large quantity of
oil in the tanks, aud the nature of the fire are
considered, it is surprising that so littie damage
waus done.

The exploded still had been repaired about
two weeks ngo, and it s supposed that some ex-
isting defect had then been overlooked. Others
are of the opinion that there must have been
considerable water in the crude ofl which had
recently been put into the still, and that the ex-
lldnsion was eaueed by the generation of steam.
'he exact cause of the explosion, however, will
probably never be ascertained.

The fire will not interfere materially with the
operation of the works, as the stills not injored
will be worked until the others are repaired.
The exploded still will be abandoned altogther.
